His first crop of calves included Acadia Rosewood Rachel, 1952 Ohio State Fair 
Grand Champion female hailed as “Big time in any show,” and Anoka Sportsman, high 
selling bull of the 1952 Anoka-Curtiss Candy Sale. Anoka Sportsman, the first Sports- 
man calf to sell at public auction, brought $2,000 from H. L. Wernicke & Son of Lena, 
Illinois. The Sportsman's first and second crops of calves are well represented in this 
sale, and will be widely seen on the show circuit in 1953. 


Millhills Champion, purchased by Captain MacGillivray for 3,600 guineas, sired 
many notable sons and daughters, including the 5,200-guinea Calrossie Knock-Out; 
Calrossie Elect, second highest priced bull exported to the Argentine in his year; and 
the 2,000-guinea Calrossie Discovery sold to Australia. Millhills Champion, considered 
by D. M. Stewart “the best he has ever bred,” was described by the late F. W. Harding 
“as good as any young bull in Britain” in 1946. In the definitive book on “The Scotch 
Shorthorn,” T. B. Marson stated that Millhills Champion was “aptly named, a great 
thriver with a placid disposition, and a perfect model.” 


Calrossie Clipper Evangeline, dam of Calrossie Sportsman, is also the dam of Cal- 
rossie Perfect, 1952 Perth Supreme Champion owned by S. G. Bennett of Georgetown, 
Ontario, Canada. 


Kirkton Baronet is the leading sire of recent years. Two of his best sons sold at 
Perth for 6,000 guineas each. 


Calrossie Emily Clipper is the dam of Calrossie Knock-Out and of Calrossie Clipper 
Jeanette, one of the best females in the S. G. Bennett herd.

Imp. Calrossie Rosewood Fortress 


Imp. Calrossie Rosewood Fortress was purchased for $9,900 at the 1950 Perth, Scot- 
land, Show and Sale after placing first in his class and winning Reserve Senior Cham- 
pionship. 


His first crop of calves is well represented in this sale, and is appearing on the 
show circuit for the first time in 1953. His first son to be shown, Warwick Flying Fort- 
ress, out of a dam purchased in our 1951 sale, was selected by Judge Herman Purdy as 
Grand Champion bull of the 1953 Pennsylvania Farm Show. 


Calrossie Cupbearer was first prize winner at Perth in 1948, one of the champion 
group and sold for 3,500 guineas. Eleven of his sons averaged £ 2,259 at Perth in 1950. 
His dam, of the sought after Pauline family, produced Calrossie Resource, sold at 1,000 
guineas to the Argentine, where he sired a Palermo female champion, and his granddam 
by Collynie Royal Leader was champion of the Northern Counties’ Joint Show. 


Kirkton Baronet is the leading sire of recent years. Two of his best sons sold at 
Perth for 6,000 guineas each. 


Glastullich Fortress, first in class and second Reserve Champion at Perth, sired the 
1947 Perth Supreme Champion; other sons and daughters have been champions at In- 
verness, the Royal and the Highland shows. In his authoritative book on “The Scotch 
Shorthorn,” T. B. Marson described the Fortress as having “tremendous depth and 
bone, and a perfect head.’ His dam—"a thick-set low cow and a great milker”—was 
closely related to Calrossie Waverley, second Reserve Perth Champion in 1934. Glas- 
tullich Fortress was extensively used in both the Glastullich and Calrossie herds. 


Calrossie Eve Rosewood was dam of Calrossie High Finance, 2,000-guinea first prize 
winner and member of the champion group at Perth; Calrossie Cavalier, used success- 
fully at Kirkton; the 1,000-guinea Calrossie Archduke; and Calrossie Gainsborough, sold 
for 620 guineas to Dr. Bonadeo at Perth in 1950.

1. Proper care must be given by purchaser to protect breeding qualities and health of 
guaranteed animals. 


2. All bulls are guaranteed breeders, provided they are not allowed to serve when 
under 14 months of age, or allowed to run with the herd when under 20 months of 
age. In case of failure of a bull to be a breeder notice shall be given to the seller 
within six months of date of purchase, or by the time the bull is 20 months of age, 
if purchased under 14 months otf age. 


3. With the exception of heifers sold under 14 months of age, all females are guaran- 
teed breeders. Heifers under two years of age shall not be served by a heavy or 
old bull.
